The matter was argued at consider- 


able length, after which tbe court de- 
livered B lengthy opinion upon the 
oae*. Too ioart stated !u effect that 
it wai manifest from tbe evidence that 
the bo*rd bad evinced a bosillity to 
the library proposition from tbe start, 
but that It was tb» duty of all offlosrs 
to rarry oat tbe will of tbe public 
when expressed in a legal manner. 
Tbe court held that the affidavits to 
tbe petition made out a prlma facie 
oaee as to tbe genuineness of the sig- 
natures 
and tbat tbe board should 


accept them as suoh m the absence 
of truth to tue contrary. The eonrt 
at tbe close of the opinion ordered the 
writ of mandamus to is§ue and con- 
tinued further aearinrf of the case un- 
til next Tuesday, when ftLher party 
will have an opportunity to be heard 
further if deemed necessary.

Full Text of the Measure Now 


Before the Legisla- 


ture. 


Following Is the complete text of tbe 


library bill DOW pending in the Nevada 
legislature, wbioh it published by re- 
qoest: 


n aot to amend an aet entitled "An 


Act to provide for Free Publio Libra- 
ries and Other Hatter* Betotlng There- 
to," approved March 16, 1890, as 
amended March 1,1897. 


Tbe people of the State of Nevada, 


represented in Senate and Anembly, 
do enact 91 follows: 


Section 1. Section one of laid act is 


hereby amended eo «a to read at fol- 
lows: 


Section one. Whenever a petition or 


petitions for th» establishment of a 
free public library, certified by the 
District Judge of any Judicial District 
of the State of Nevada a* being aigcsd 
by a majority of ^ »be tax-payers or by 
tax-payere representing a majority of 
the taxable property, ae shown by the 
last preceding assessment roll of any 
city, unincorporated town, or school 
district, shall be presented to the board 
of County Commissioners of the county 
ID which said city, unincorporated 
town, or school district is situated, ae- 
oompanied by affidavit of one or more 
of the signsrs thereof that the signa- 
tures thereto are genuine, the eald 
board of County Commissioners shall 
wltbio ten days after eaid petition or 
petitione are so preiented levy a tax 
upon all the taxable property of said 
city, unincorporated town, or scbool 
district of not less than ten cents nor 
more than fifty cents on each one hun- 
dred dollars valuation of the taxable 
property therein for the purpose of 
creating a fond to be known as the 
"library fond." And each year there- 
after mid board of County Commis- 
sioners, at the time and in tb« manner 
other taxee are levied, shall ie<ry a tax 
ipon said property for said purpose of 
not leas tbao ten nor more than fitly 
cent a on eaoh one hundred dollars 
valuation thereof. 


Sec. 2. Section two of eaid aet is 


amended eo as tr> read as follows: 


Section two. Toe State Board of 


Education of Nevada, whenever noti- 
fied that a petttloa has been preeented 
as provided in Section one of this act, 
shall appoint three competent persons 
who are residents of each, city, unin- 
corporated town or school district, to 


known as library trustees, who 


aball hold offloo for the period of one, 
two and three years respectively,and 
said State Board of Education shall 
auuaaliy thereafter apoiot one library 
trnstee, who shall hold office for the 
period of three years, and all vacancies 
which may occur at any time in the 
•aid office of library trastee.shall ba 
filled by appointment by the said State 
Board of Education, ettld trustees shall 
serve without compensation, and shall 
hold office until tbeir successors are 
appointed and qualified.
